9. To see what disposition the town will vote to make of 
the income from the Jotham Lord fund. 


10. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise for Old Home Day.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Citizens and Sehool Board: 


I am pleased to submit herewith my second annual report 


on the condition of the schools. 


The attendance of the pupils is much better this year 
than last. This is gratifying for good progress can be made 
only when all are regular in attendance. 

The work of the first year high at the South Village had 
to be discontinued this year due to the fact that there were 
no pupils to take the course. Several pupils from Westmore- 
land are attending high school out of town. If there are any 
who plan to enter high schools in other towns next year it 
would be well for them to report the fact to the chairman of 
the School Board for in that way the board would then be 
able to ask for a sufficient appropriation to meet this obliga- 
tion. As it is now the board has to guess at the possible amount 
needed. 

Standard tests have been given in all schools in the fun- 
damental subjects. These show in arithmetic a need for more 
quick mental work and further drill on the addition of frac- 
tions. The problems in reasoning were well handled by most 
of the pupils. Measuring seales in spelling and writing are in 


all schools and being used. 


a2 


We are doing something in the noon lunch work but not 
nearly enough and in one school there has been a decided fall- 
ing off in this. One other has gone ahead beyond expectations. 
This work is important and closely related to health work. 
Underweight children are prevalent in the rural towns as well 
as in cities and this is the more surprising when the possibili- 
ties for overcoming this are numerous. Children with this dif- 
ficulty are usually under standard in studies and attendance 
due to low vitality. | 

A medical examination of the children was made last year 
and reports sent to parents where troubles were found. These 
reports ought to be recognized at least to the extent of con- 
sulting the family physician to check up on the report. 

The buildings in Westmoreland have been under discus- 
sion with the board for some time. Last summer the Depot 
school was painted a light color inside and some general re- 
pairs were made on the exterior with a very much improved 
condition of lighting for the children in their work. The vil- 
lage school has been refinished inside this fall and winter, a 
thing which has long been needed. Some further general re- 
pairs are needed at the various buildings but nothing that 
needs a special appropriation. 

We have been fortunate in getting experienced teachers or 
in retaining experienced teachers in all but one school. In 
that one the teacher has had two years of college training and 
two summer sessions at normal school. The work, general 
appearance and decorum of all schools is pleasing. The teach- 
ers are interested in their work and are taking a very great 


individual interest in the children. You are fortunate.
